The Kennedy style is a deadly 
serious one. There is a light be- 
ginning.

The easy opening is 
soon done. From that time on he 
is a serious young man. 


Reports from all areas are that 
he holds his audiences. They lis- 
ten. They seem to grow serious 
themselves as they listen to sol- 
emnly put conclusions. 


Speaking Methods 


Here, perhaps, is the essential 
difference between his speaking 
methods and those of Adlai Ste- 
venson. The latter was also seri- 
ous. He did not engage in any 
of the fraudulent tricks of po- 
litical speaking. He offered him- 
self for what he was. But his 
sense of the ridiculous is’ far 
keener than that of Sen. Ken- 
nedy’s. And his frequent sallies 
of wit broke the attention of some 
of those re heard him. They 
could lis to a funny speech, 
or a humorous one in which the 
stock jokes were told. But spon- 
taneous wit, coming in the midst 
of seriousness and in a form other 
than the traveling salesman or a 
Pat-and-Mike formula, disconcert- 
ed many. 

Sen. Kennedy gives it to them 
straight in a cultured New Eng- 
land Harvard accent. The con- 
census of veteran reporters is that 
this goes over well, 


The decision to be himself may 
have been forced. Some persons 
cannot be other than themselves. 
But at any rate, it adds to the 
young senator’s prestige. He is 
not hamming up the campaign 
with the usual set of contrived 
tricks of the trade. He is before 
them for what he is—a well-edu- 
cated, cultured, competent young 
man who has no capacity for per- 
siflage and cornball tricks of the 
hustings. For this we can be glad. 


At the moment he is well in 
front in all the polls. Unless the 
experts are all wrong again, as 
they well may be, he will win a 
victory in Wisconsin. The 25 dis- 
trict delegates from that state 
may be divided. But there are 
10 delegates at large selected by 
statewide votes. If Sen. Kennedy 
wins these, as now seems likely, 
he will be able to claim a sub- 
stantial triumph. In such an 
event it would be very, very dif- 
ficult to stop him. 


Shifting Sands 


Political opinions are made of 
shifting sands. So it is that as 
of now the wisest thinking is that 
if Sen. Kennedy is stopped just 
short of the nomination in July, 
then the man most likely to be 
chosen is Sen. Johnson of Texas. 


It is precisely this which, for 
example, has caused James Carey 
of the International Union of Elec- 
trical Workers, a very knowl- 
edgeable and influential young 
man, to announce for Sen. Stuart 
Symington of Missouri. It was 
an unusually early announcement, 
but necessary because it seemed 
wise to try and counter any idea 
that Sen. Johnson would be ac- 
ceptable to those whom Mr. Carey 
represents. 


Sen. Symington officially has 
announced. But his strength is 
hidden since most of it is pledged 
for the second and third ballots— 
not the first.

Oxford listed the firms as Capi- 
tol Tobacco Co. of Atlanta and 
Bibb Cigar and Candy Co. of 
Macon.

Witnesses said hundreds of Ne- 
groes were beaten. 


One witness told of police using 
sjamboks—whips made of strips 
of rubber—on Negroes near Cale- 
don Square in the center of the 
city. 


Unofficial reports said 35 per- 
sons were wounded by gunfire 
when police cordoned off Nyanga 
east and west townships and made 
a methodical house to house 
search in some areas for Afri- 
cans who had not gone back to 
work. 


POLICE DENIAL 


Police denied many were 
wounded by gunfire. Hospitals 
confirmed four were wounded by 
the first gunfire.

Overpowering Humphrey and 
making a respectable showing 
against Nixon is vital to Kennedy's 
political strategy of walking into 
the Democratic convention with a 
commanding and perhaps unbeat- 
able lead. Humphrey and other 
rivals hope to pare Kennedy’s 
strength down to the point of stall- 
ing his momentum and guarantee- 
ing that the nomination won’t be 
all but settled before the conven- 
tion begins. 


On the final day of campaign- 
ing Kennedy swung wider geo- 


graphically. Humphrey camp 
swung the h r political licks at 
the outset.

“‘We have not entertained the 
Chinese demand nor do we in- 
tend doing so,” Koirala said. 


A Nepalese newspaper which 
sent a reporter to Peiping with 
Koirala said the Communists also 
insisted they had the power. to 
stop any and all expeditions at- 
tempting to climb Everest and 
that any future expeditions must 
have Chinese Communist con- 
sent.

But there was no mass with- 
drawal from Southern University 
at Baton Rouge, La., as request- 
ed by student leaders. 


The arrest of eight young Ne- 
groes at public libraries in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., ended an unofficial 
truce aimed at relaxing racial 
tensions in the area. 


The young people, believed to 
be students, were arrested when 
they refused to leave reading 
rooms at the main Memphis li- 
brary and at a downtown branch. 
Three girls and a boy were in- 
volved in each incident. 


Sixty-four Negroes were. arrest- 


1}ed last month for similar sit-ins. 


Negro attorneys then asked for a 
two-week truce due to have ex- 
pired Wednesday. During the cool- 
ing-off period the attorneys re- 
quested the city commission to 
desegregate all public facilities 
but were turned down.

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Sen. Kennedy Has 
Edge in Wisconsin 


Wisconsin, aptly described by colum- 
ist Mary McGrory as “a portly, Teutonic 
d lady, full of beer and cheese but stolid 

and kindly, with a weakness for wild 
men,” will hold her presidential pri- 
mary today. 

If analyzed, it is not a very important 
primary because it is wide open. Repub- 
licans and Democrats can cross party 
lines. Republicans especially like to vote 
in the Democratic lists just to be embar- 
rassing when they have no contest of their 
own. They are expected to support Sen. 
Kennedy today. In 1948 Harry Truman 
ran a poor fourth yet went on to be nomi- 
nated and win the presidency. 

But this year events have made Wis- 
consin important from a propaganda, 
bandwagon viewpoint. Democrats will 
choose between Sen. Hubert Humphrey 
and Sen. Kennedy. The latter is the heavy 
favorite. Wealthy, possessed of a national 
organization, a staff and private airplanes, 
the young man from Massachusetts hopes 
to get such a victory that its momentum 
will carry him to the Democratic nomina- 
tion in July. 

Sen. Humphrey, very much the under- 
dog, nurses the faintest of hopes that he 
may upset wealth and organization and 
make himself a figure in the convention. 

Vice President Nixon may receive a 
light vote since he is unopposed. If so, 
this will be harmful to him. 

The religious issue has been brought 
into the open in the Wisconsin primary 
and this is all to the good since it has 
be@n reported in low-key, factual style. 
It has not been allowed to become a mat- 
ter of rumor and whisper. Reporters have 
covered it as part of the news. The fact it 
has been kept in the open has been 
healthy and the reporters are due our 
thanks. Roman Catholics make up about 
40 per cent of Wisconsin’s population and 
they are understandably enthusiastic 
about Sen. Kennedy—as are a great num- 
ber of Protestants around the country. 

It appears now that if Wisconsin goes 
heavily for Kennedy, that young man will 
be difficult to stop short of the nomina- 
tion. 

On the subject of state primaries, we 
are inclined to agree with former Presi- 
dent Truman. He thinks that since pri- 
maries are held in only about a dozen 
states, they don’t amount to much. In 
fact, says Mr. Truman, they are “eye- 
wash.” 7 

He would like to see a federally fi- 
nanced primary system. So would we, if 
we must have them at all. As matters now 
stand, only a rich man or one able to call 
on wealth can enter them. The Truman 
proposal is worthy of discussion.

April Brings Showers 
And Murder on Roads 


Capricious April has entered the scene 
with unprecedented rains and floods over 
most of the nation. Here in Georgia 
steady downpours — undignified by the 
name of showers—have inundated much 
of the state. : 

With April and the rains came a new 
outburst of murder and mayhem on Geor- 
gia highways. The weekend brought 14 
fatalities after a decrease of 25 in March 
over the previous month last year. Among 
the dead were parents of young children, 
children themselves and teen-agers. 

The record thus far this year shows a 
slight improvement during the first three 
months compared to the same period a 
year ago. The number of fatalities was 
reduced from 234 to 222. This improve- 
ment will be erased in a hurry if there 
are many weekends like this first one in 
April. am 

Slaughter on the highways remains 
one of the greatest domestic problems of 
the nation. If the pattern continues as 
numbers of automobiles and population 
grow, the toll will go higher. Better 
roads, safer vehicles, better law enforce- 
ment and better drivers are the only pos- 
sible ways of reversing the trend.

When Will We Control 
Floods on Mississippi? 


Once more the mighty Mississippi is 
on the rampage and is threatening one 
of the worst floods in its history. Swelled 
by record snow and rain storms, the river 
has chased thousands from their, homes 
and it is feared that levee breaks will 
result in millions of dollars in losses. 


Once again is demonstrated a tragic 
lack of action in preventing floods on the 
Mississippi. While millions of dollars 
have been spent in trying to control 
them, obviously the effort has not been 
enough. Flood control measures on low- 
er tributaries have prevented disastrous 
floods in the South in recent years but 
periodically there is great damage in re- 
gions northward. And this time the lower 
Mississippi region also is threatened. 

Flood control and prevention of dis- 
astrous losses on the Mississippi would be 
a worthy national project. Through’ the 
years destruction has cost much more 
than would have been the.case for pre- 
ventive measures. Yet here we are again 
witnessing a repetition which need not 
have occurred. 

By the time the flood subsides it will 
have caused enough damage to be 
classed as a national disaster. Such tragic 
waste—which could have been’ prevent- 
ed—is a national disgrace.

Youth Panel Has Basis 
For Charges It Made 


Delegates to the White House Con- 
ference on Children and Youth came up 
with some thought-provoking ideas along 
with criticism that should make adults 
take a hard look at the examples they are 
setting. 

Suggestions ranged from establishment 
of an intermediate court.to deal with 
juvenile delinquents between 16 and 21 
to the shaping of guidance programs in 
the early high school years. Among the 
purposes of the latter would be to re- 
duce the number of dropouts and to help 
channel those who do depart from their 
regular curriculum into trade schools. 

Adults were taken to task for such 
things as padding expense accounts and 
cheating on income taxes. A recommenda- 
tion was made that the President appoint 
a citizens’ committee to emphasize the re- 
establishment of ethical codes in business 
life. 

Especial attention was paid to the 
deterioration of family life. The charge 
was made that parents are too interested 
in their own activities to take the neces- 
sary amount of time with their children. 

While it is true that such criticism may 
be overly harsh on those parents who do 
strive to.do a conscientious job in rearing 
their children, it does fit an increasing

- Atlantan Says Imports of Cotton Textiles 
Are Not in Conflict With National Interests 


Atlanta—Governmental action or 
debate affecting the textile indus- 


try is always of concern to Geor- 
gians. A short time ago Gov. 
Hollings of South Carolina ap- 
peared in Washington before the 
Tariff Commission to plead fur- 
ther restrictions on imports of 
cotton textiles. 

He stated that between 1954 and 
1959 imports rose from 73,000,000 
square yards to 240,000,000 square 
yafis and that this increase rep- 
resentéd the Joss of 5,526 jobs in 
the United States. 

That’s a lot of cloth and a lot 
of jobs. Yet, should the figures be 
construed as the “‘disaster” which 
the spokesman indicated? 

Consider this. The total number 
of jobs included in the U.S. econ- 
omy is about 65,000,000. This fig- 
ure, in the normal course of 
things, rises or falls by about half 
a million a month. The number 
of people who find jobs in New 
York City alone in a single day is 
not far below 5,526. Employment 
in the textile industry is slightly 
uncer one million. Therefore, 
5,526 represents about one-half of 
1 per cent of textile industry jobs 
and an infinitesimal per cent of 
the country’s 65,000,000 jobs. Also, 
not included in the government 
figures were increased opportuni- 
ties for importers and their affil- 
iates. which resulted from their 
more profitable activities. 

This is one more instance of 
the fact that special interests, 
close to home as they may be, do 
not necessarily add up to the total 
national interest. The overall na- 
tional interest of our country must 
be seen not merely in terms of 
particular Americans but in terms 
of what it will contribute to the 
well-being of all Americans.

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‘Let Tag Tax Funds 


Go to Highway Dept.’ 


Atlanta—An article in The Con- 
stitution of March 26 stated that 
the Highway department esti- 
mates the recent cold damage to 
highways ‘amounts to 10 million 
dollars. 


The article stated: “The High- 
way department is already 
strained to keep up routine main- 
tenance because of budget limita- 
tions and will need to find the 
money to pay for the extra 
damage.” 

In 1952 when the tag tax was 
raised, the people were told that 
this money would be spent ex- 


clusively by the Highway depart- 
ment on roads. 

To make it stick, a constitution- 
al amendment was voted on to al- 
locate this fund to the Highway 
department for road purposes. 


In spite of this, the Highway 
department’s report as from June 
30, 1954, to 1961, shows that the 
amounts taken from the Highway 
department’s funds have amount- 
ed to $94,448,121. This money was 
used by other departments of the 
State. 

This amount would have nearly 
paid off the 100-million-dollar 
bond issue charged against the 
Highway department. 

The recent Legislature passed 
an amendment to be voted on in 
November, 1960, which will strip 
the tag tax from the Highway 
department amounting to 14 mil- 
lion dollars per year. Can you 
Strip the department of funds 
and then expect them to repair 
and pave roads as the people de- 
mand?

Are U.S. Defenses 
.. Cause for Anxiety? 
WASHINGTON—So many readers ask about 
- the state of the nation’s defenses that they must 


we. are gravely ; 
exposed without being able to defend ourselves. Most of 


reflect anxiety over 


the ques- 


tions center around the “missile gap’’—the admitted Soviet lead in 
ICBMs—and they suggest that the two questions which give the — 
greatest concern to most people are these: 


Does the United States haye 
enough deterrent power—clearly 
enough—to make it supremely un- 
inviting for the Soviets to launch 
a nuclear war? 


If the Soviets should do the im- 
probable—launch a surprise at- 
tack with intercontinental mis- 
siles—would the United States .be 
mortally crippled or are our de- 
fenses sufficient to guarantee 
devastating counterblows? 

Knowledgeable people can hon- 
estly differ over whether we are 
spending to much, too little or 
just about the right amount on 
the military budget. What I want 
to try to do in a series of col- 
umns over a period is to set out 
as objectively as possible the es- 
sential facts so that readers will 
have a basis for judging the ar- 
guments, which are going to get 
hotter as the campaign nears. 

All the pertinent facts cannot 
be included in one column. There 
are too many. Therefore, I am 
going to raise two preliminary 
questions which need to be ex- 
amined and answered. Why did 
the Soviets “leapfrog” the 
manned bomber and concentrate 
on the ICBM? And why didn’t we 
do the same thing? 

The reasons for the Soviet de- 
cision to go all-out for long-range 
missiles are these: 

Missiles are the best and only 
means of surprise attack. 

Missiles are more useful when 
you can know the exact location 
of enemy launching bases for 
bombers or missiles. Because the

Clergymen Face 


Temptations, Too 


Preachers, of course, talk a good deal about 
temptation and they are supposed to be experts 
on the subject. Someone, however, has turned 


United States is a democratic, 
open society, the Soviets have 
much more exact knowledge 
about our military bases than we 
have about theirs, because Rus- 
sia is a dictatorial, closed so- 


‘ciety. 


The Soviets do not have bases 
near the United States, so that 
intermediate-range missiles are 
useless to them. Therefore they 
had to concentrate on, ICBMs. 

We don’t need to rely heavily 
on ICBMs because we do possess 
bases from which intermediate 
missiles can, if necessary, reach 
the Soviet Union and because we 
are far stronger than the Soviets 
in long-range bombers. 

Furthermore, the manned 
bomber is particularly well adapt- 
ed to serve the national policy of 
the United States. We do not in- 
tend to initiate a surprise attack 
on another nation. This means 
that our strategic forces will be 
used only in response to an at- 
tack upon the United States. Thus, 
if we see in the warning radar 
screen something that looks like 
a hostile aircraft or an incoming 
missile, we can get a substantial 
part of our retaliatory forces into 
the air and ready for a strike 
against the enemy. 

But what would happen if the 
early warning were a mistake or 
the ‘‘missile” proved to be a way- 
ward nonmilitary rocket? If we 
had sent missiles on the way, a 
world holocaust would be in the 
making but bombers could be 
called back from their missions. 


He 
lists the following as the most common temptations which clergymen 
face: (a) to recline, ‘(b) to’shine and (c) to whine. 


Having been a preacher for sev- 
eral years and having known 
many ministers, I wish to make 
some suggestions about these 
temptations for I do believe that 
some ministers succumb to them. 


I think that ministers can be 
either the busiest or the laziest 
persons in a parish. I’ve known 
some pretty indolent preachers. 
These men didn’t push themselves 
and they felt no compulsion to 
be laboring always in the Lord’s 


vineyard. They while away the’ 


week and on Sundays warm up 
someone else’s sermons. 


But the indolent clergymen I 
have known do not number more 
than the fingers on both of my 
hands. Most of the ministers I 
know are extremely busy men 
whose crowded schedules permit 
little time for recreation or re- 
freshment. A pastorate can be, 
and often is, a man-killing job. 


I don’t consider the temptation 
to recline to be too common. 

The second danger is the temp- 
tation to shine. I suspect that a 
clergyman constantly:must guard 
against a wish to be highly com- 
mended and universally praised. 
This desire, if not checked, leads 
a man to do foolish things like

But though there are numerous 
economic‘ and diplomatic meas- 
ures which this government could 
invoke by way of effective pro- 
test, all of them authorized by 
treaty or by domestic law or the 
laws of the nations, the United 
States has used none. One reason 
is that public opinion in this coun- 
try is strongly opposed to mak- 
ing the Cuban people or any peo- 
ple suffer for the acts of a des- 
potic government, however much 
it may appear to have popular 
support. But, even if that were 
not the case, this government 
would not venture on any of these 
acts at the present time for -fear 


that Castro and Soviet Russia 
would effectively propagandize 
them to make the Cuban people 
our sworn enemy and to antago- 
nize uncommitted and Latin- 
American nations against the 
United States. 

But if the restiveness now indi- 
cated in Cuba over American con- 
trol of the Guantanamo base 
should develop into an official 
move for abrogation and expul- 
sion, the United States would be 
confronted with the immediate ne- 
cessity of reviewing its hands-off 
policy, 

The Platt Amendment, by which 
lease rights to Guantanamo were 
acquired that were ratified in the 
permanent Cuban-American treaty 
of 1903, was abrégated by Presi- 
dent F. D. Roosevelt in 1933 as 
part of his ‘“‘good neighbor” pol- 
icy. But a 1934 treaty provides 
that United States control of the 
base area can be ended only by 
our voluntary abandonment or by 
mutual agreement with Cuba.

been known to cause cancer in

Dr. Clark said that inbred mice 
had been injected with a “‘filter- 
able nuclear protein’ substance 
and cancer was the result. Leu- 
kemia in fowl has been demon- 
strated to be caused by cancer 
and the “picture of leukemia in 
children shows that a virus or 
viruses are perhaps involved.” 


Dr. Clark said basic research 


has led scientists close to 
cancer authority said here 


by geneticists, carried on with 
bacteria, has shown that a virus 
can invade a cell, “‘wrap’”’ itself 
around a gene and then be car- 
ried through several. cell divi- 
sions. 


When the cell is subjected to 
outside stress, the virus causes 
abnormalities to develop in sub- 
sequent generations of the cell, 
similar in action to the growth of 
cancer. 


Dr. Clark said his institution 
is vitally interested in trans- 
lating the work of basic research- 
ers into practical clinical work 
on cancer patients. 


He delivered the William Ches- 
ter Warren Memorial lecture at 
the clinic. The meeting will con- 
tinué Tuesday.

Some Hear 
Better After 


Surgery 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 

Dear Dr. Molner: I was hard 
of hearing for 20 years. (I am 
now 66). A stapes operation re- 
stored my hearing to normal in 
the left ear, and I am soon to 
have the same thing done to the 
right one. I hope you will point 
this out so “E. L.” may benefit 
from my experience.—Mrs. J.H. 


The stapes mobilization (stapes 
is pronounced stay-peas) is an Op- 
eration involving one of a series 
of three small bones, linked to- 
gether, which carry sound from 
the eardrum to the inner ear. 


For if the stapes (also known 
as the “‘stirrup’’) no longer moves 
properly, obviously it cannot con- 
duct sound vibrations efficiently 
and the hearing suffers as a re- 
sult. The stapes operation is de- 
signed to restore free motion of 
the tiny bone. 


Fenestration — cutting a ‘“win- 
dow” in the bony labyrinth of the 
inner ear to permit better trans- 
mission of sound—is another use- 
ful operation. And there are an 


increasing number of other tech- 


niques being put to good use. 


Now there are several things to 
keep in mind: 

1. What is best for one patient 
may be of no use to another. 
Stapes mobilization is the perfect 
answer for some. It may be a 
waste of time and money for an- 
other. 


2. The ear specialist is the only 
one who can tell what YOU need. 
If he says a hearing aid is your 
best course, get one, relying on 
his advice on choice of the most 
satisfactory type and the fitting 
of it. 


3. Don't keep putting it off. 
Some conditions grow steadily 
worse and harder to correct. 


4. Some people will get the dis- 
appointing news that something 
has happened to the auditory 
nerve and nothing can be done 
for them. But the majority, by 
far, will find that they can be 
helped by one known method or 
another.

there’s a drug (tablet 
form) called 8-MOP, which is 
short for “8-methoxypsoralen’”’ 
being used by skin specialists. It 
must be given under » medical 
supervision. The idea is to dark- 
en the skin more rapidly at first 
and thus prevent burning. I know 
of some people it has helped and 
of others who did not benefit. But 
it is the only thing I know of in 
that direction. 


Otherwise, with such tender 
skin, start tanning early each 
year and in very small doses of 
exposure. And even after that, do 
not expose yourself to the sun for 
as long as do the tough-hided sun 
worshipers. Remember there are 
lotions and oils which help by fil- 
tering out some of the ultra- 
violet light.

De- 
clarer was faced with the loss of 
two trump tricks unless he could 
execute a successful trump re- 
ducing maneuver. But this would 
involve getting an exact count on 
East’s distribution so that the 
play could be properly timed. The 
slightest miscalculation might 
spell doom. 


South led over to the ace of 
clubs and ruffed a club. The fall 
of West’s honors made it appear 
that East had a fourth club, so 
declarer returned to dummy with 
the ace of diamonds to ruff the 
last club. This reduced him to 
two trumps, the same number as 
East.

Rebellions Hit Hardest’ During Teens

About the most misuhderstood 


people in this world are our 
teen-agers. 


Parents of teen-agers at one 
time or another frankly con- 
fess they can’t understand their 
rebellious: youngsters and the 
teen-agers themselves admit 
that they are all mixed up. 


Yet they are totally aware of 
themselves as teen-agers. 


“Instead of adults looking at 
teen-agers as teen-agers, they 
think they are all midgets,”’ says 
Phillip Breitenbucher, a clinical 
psychologist at the Fulton Coun- 
ty Juvenile Court. “‘And midgets 
are only little adults.”’ 


Mr. Breitenbucher believes 
that parents should give a child 
responsibilities early in life and 
should trust that child. 


“This all goes to prove that 
if you can’t trust them as chil- 
dren you certainly can’t trust 
them as teen-agers,” he says, 
adding that ‘‘trust is a two-way 
road. If a child can’t trust his 
parents, how cana parent ex- 
pect to trust a child?”’ 


Judge W. W. Woolfolk of the 
Fulton Juvenile Court thinks 
that discipline is like a fun- 
nel. 


“If parents bring their chil- 
dren up from the bottom with 
close supervision, then they can 
relax their control as the child 
grows older,’’ says the judge. 
“If parents invert the funnel 
they let the children get by with 
murder.”’ 


A child entering his teens is 
jolted into a stage of puberty 
and independence. His problems 
run concurrently. He. is con- 
fused by the strong sexual urges 
and by life itself. 


‘Life is nothing but a series 
of rebellions,”’ says Mr. Brei- 
tenbucher. “‘But during the teen 
years the rebellions hit hard- 
est. The beatnik’s rebellion flag 
is coffee. The college freshman 
rebels with atheistic views, ex- 
perimentation with whisky and 
wild behavior. These are all in 
an effort to gain that cherished 
independence.”’ 


Psychologists believe that the 
newly arrived teen-ager is just 
beginning to learn about the 
world and its problems. They 
become very disappointed in 
the way adults handle them- 
selves and the world situation. 

The biggest struggle a teen- 
ager has is the one for accept- 
ance and conformity—being a 
member of the herd. 


A skinny boy wearing no 
socks and a faded pair of snug 
levis faced a juvenile court 
judge and winced as he at- 
tempted to explain why he had 
broken into a store and stolen 
a large sum of shirts. 


While in another part of the 
city teen-age girls pulled a 
baby-faced singing idol’s shoes 
from his feet in an attempt to 
drag him from the stage. Other 
girls sobbed and fainted. 


Dr. Richard H. Klemer, gen 
eral director. of the American 
Institute of Family Relations in 
Los Angeles, says teen-agers 
“are so eager to show that they 
are as big as everyone else (but 
no bigger) that they are almost 
obsessed with doing what is be- 
ing done.”’ 


If they are led to believe that 
bigness is accomplished through 
crime, they steal. If they be-

Surgery Proves Men 


ARE the Stronger Sex 


By PATRICIA McCORMACK 
NEW YORK, April 4 (UPI) —We women may be 
the stronger sex in terms of longevity but we’re still 
the weaker sex when it comes to surgery. 


We tend to have more opera- 
tions than men. We take long- 
er to recover from them. And 
we act more childlike than the 
men when we’re in the surgical 
suite. That is—we expect more 
attention. 


These points are among major 
findings on surgical procedures 
presented in the current issue 
of “Patterns of Disease.” 

Statistics show that in short- 
term hospitals about five op- 
erations per 100 women are 
performed each year compared 
to four for every 100 men. 


The women’s rate rises to 8.5 
per 100 women when deliveries 
are included. 


Of the approximately 7.1 mil- 
lion operations performed every 
year in the United States, the 
commonest procedure is tonsil- 
lectomy and/or adenoidectomy. 
Appendectomies come second. 


For both of these procedures, 
and also for the reduction of 
fractures and dislocations, the 
incidence rates for men and 
women are about the same. 


With rates on other types of 
operations, however, the differ- 
ence between the sexes is 
marked. Hernia, which primar- 
ily affects men, accounts for 
4.6 operations per 1,000 males 
and only one operation per 
1,000 females. 


The outlook for the patient 
undergoing surgery is brighter 
today than ever before, accord- 
ing to the “Patterns” report. 
Mortality rates from all opera- 
tive procedures have dropped 
sharply: a decrease of. nearly 
half between the period 1945-54 
and 1925-34. 


Even more marked is the re- 
duction in the mortality rate 
for certain specialized proce- 
dures. In 1928, for example, the 
mortality.rate for procedures to 
correct obstruction of the small 
intestine was 37 per cent. By

The use of _ anti-microbial 
agents has been a major factor 
in reducing risks, according to 
the report in “Patterns.” 


Take, for example, appendi- 
citis cases. A 20-year study con- 
ducted at one hospital shows 
that- deaths from appendicitis 
occurred 11 times more fre- 
quently in the period 1936-40, 
than in the period 1951-55. 


However, the report in ‘“‘Pat- 
terns” 
the appendix is still a danger, 
especially with children. Com- 
plications are six times greater 


with perforation. 

The danger of perforation is 
greatest in pre-school aged chil- 
dren, since appendicitis is diffi- 
cult to diagnose at that age.

Law at The Hague, Holland. 


SENTENCES REDUCED 


It was finally ruled that the 
Germans were not given a fair 
trial and their sentences were re- 
duced; 12 death sentences were 
commuted to life imprisonment. 


Mr. Everett® retired from the 
Army in June, 1947, and was pre- 
sented a certificate of achieve- 
ment by the commander of the 
Third Army. 


He resumed his law practice
